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THEY ARE AFTER BILL CHANDLER. 


An Editorial in His Paper Creates Excite- 
ment in the Legislature. 

Concorp, N. H., February 24,—Nearly the entire 
afternoon session of the house was 
occupied by United States Senator-elect J. 
H. Gallinger, of Concord, and H. W. Greene, 
of Hopkinton, in replying, under a question of 
personal privilege, to allegations made by United 
States Senator William E. Chandler in an editorial 
in the columns of his paper, The Concord Monitdf, 
that these gentlemen and other republicans bad 
entered into a_i series of bargains with 
Frank Jones, C. A. Sinclair and other 
influential democrats inimical to the interests of 
the republicans of this state. Each gentleman 
replied at great length, denying plainly and une- 
quivocally every one of the allegations. Mr. Gal- 
linger’s remarks were characterized by modera- 
tion and dignity. Mr. Green, at 
times, became very animated, and during 
these periods ‘he applied the epithets of «cur,” 
“coward,” and “assassin of character,” to Mr. 
Chandler. 

While Mr. Gallinger had the floor he appealed to 
Mr. Sulloway, of Manchester, to state whether 
Chandler’s allegation was true, thathe (Gallinger) 
was responsible for the malignant attacks made 
upon him (Chandler) in the republican senatoriay 
caucus of 1889. Mr. Sulloway, who was then a 
member, said that Mr. Gallinger was not respon- 
sible, and that Chandler was an unmitigated liar. 

Mr. Pillsbury, of Derry, a republican, offered the 
following: 

Resolved, That this house has read with 
unmeasurable surprise and indignation in the 
columns otf The Monitor, whose chief owner is 
Hon. William E. Chandler, a senator of the United 
States from this commonwealth, charges of the 
most offensive character against certain 
rominent members of this body, who have 

en especially honored by us, and by the people 
of the state—charges which, if true, would inflict 
lasting disgrace upon this body, irrespective of 
party, and leave a stain upon the fair name 
of our state. We, therefore, feel called 
upon to characterize the utterances of said 
paper of the 16th instant, above referred to, 
as either the invention of malice or the maniacal 
ravings of one whose reason seems to be de- 
throned. It is, therefore, the sense of this house 
that Senator William E. Chandler ought to tender 
to this legislature either an apology or a full re- 
traction of the charges. 

Mr, Angell Deery, a republican, said: 

“Before this resolution is submitted, I should 
like to know whether William E. Chandler is sick, 
insane or diseased, I judge from what has been 
said this afternoon, that he is insane and if he is, 
why notice these things?”

A UNITED STATES SENATOR DEAD. 


Senator Wilson, of Maryland, 
denly in Washington. 
WASHINGTON, February 24.—Senator E. K. 
Wilson, of Maryland, who has been indisposed 
for the past two days, died suddenly at the 
Hamilton house, in this city, at 10 o’clock this 
evening from heart failure. 

Senator Wilson’s last illness was of short 
duration. He had been a sufferer from chronic 

astro-intestinal catarrh, and on Saturday at

This exertion biought on heart depression, 
and he failed steadily from 4 o’clock till his 
death at 10:5 tonight. His wife and daughter 
were with him, and news of his illness had 
brought a number of friends in the senate and 
house to his bedside. 

The sergeant-at-arms of the senate was im- 
mediately notified of Senator Wilson’s death. 
He at once took charge of the body and gave 
directions to an undertaker to embalm the 
body, which was done tonight. He also noti- 
fied Vice President Morton of the senator’s 
death. 

The funeral arrangement will be made to- 
morrow and it is probable the interment will 
be at Snow Hill, Ind. 


TAXING THE BANKS. 


Dies Sud- 


A Lively Time Ahead in South Carolina 
Over the Matter. 


CHARLESTON, S. C., February 24.—[Special.)— 
The fight between Comptroller General Ellerbe 
and the banks is now on. In accordance with the 
law the banks had all madetheir returns for taxes 
to the county auditors before the 20th instant. 
Today these returns were all sent back to them, 
accompanied by a brand new circular from the 
comptroller general to the county auditors, direct- 
ing them to assess bank shares at their true money 
valet. The circular was also accompanied by new 
blanks with spaces left in it for writing the names 
and addresses of each shareholder in the bank, 
and the number of shares. The banks will proba- 
bly pay no further attention to the matter than to 
send back duplicates of their returns sent in prior 
s February 20th. The president of one of the 
leading banks in this city, and who is interested 
in several of the banks in the interior of the state, 
said today: 

‘*‘l propose to make out _ return just asI did 
the last one, If the state officials are not satisfied 
the courts are open to them, They will have a 
lively time, and I'll have lots of oy before 
Mr. Ellerbe is through with it. He’ll be liable to 
find out that there is no way of getting at the real 
money valueof bank stock today, or any other 
day, save by looking at its face value.”’ 

The national banks are treated in the same way 
as the state banks. A lively fightin the courts is 
looked for.

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HILL HITS THE NAIL 


AND SHOWS THAT HE 18 A SQUARE- 
OUT DEMOCRAT. 


REFUSES TO RECOGNIZE BULKELEY 


Who Is Claiming to Be Governor of Connect- 
icut—Governor Hill Denounces Repub- 
lican Methods of Political Dishonesty- 


Asany, N. Y., February 24,—[Special-}— 
Governor Hill today gave Luzon B. Mortis, 
governor-elect of Connecticut, a big boost im 
his fight for the gubernatorial chair, now held 
by Governor Morgan G. Bulkeley. 

A requisition, signed by Bulkeley as g0¥- 
ernor of Connecticut, was presented to Gov~ 
ernor Hill today, for the delivery of Charles 
E. Fardon, who was charged with the crime of 
burglary, committed in New Haven county, 
on January 12th. 

The governor declined to honor the requisi- 
tion, on the ground that he did not recognize 
Bulkeley as governor of the state. 

When seen tonight Governor Hill was very 
emphatic in stating his reasons for acting 95 
he did. He said: 

“I see no reason whatever for recognizing 
Mr. Bulkeley as governor of Connecticut. 
Governor Morris has taken the oath of office, 
and has been recognized as the chief executive 
of the state by the senate. That is 
all(the evidence that I want. The action of 
the house, and the attempt of ex-Governor 
Bulkeley to usurp the office to which Mr. 
Morris has been elected, is an outrage. I don’t 
believe in declaring a man a usurper one min- 
uté, and recognizing him in the office he 
is attempting to usurp the next ,The 
people of Connecticut want the body 
of this man Fardon. They can have 
it as soon as I receive the proper requisition, @ 
requisition signed by Governor Morris.” 

“But is not Bulkeley the acting governor?” 
was asked, 

‘‘Well,” said Governor Hill, “he’s kinder 
sloshing around. He is holding on to the office 
with a lotof Pinkerton men, but what is he 
doing? Nothing,sofarasI know. He should 
be utterly ignored. This case is simply an 
outcropping of the autocratic Reed spirit, the 
old Chandler spirit, and it is time it was 
crushed. There is not today a worse minority- 


ridden state in the country than is Connecticat., 
One-sixth of the people there elect the legis 


lature, and the democratic majority has 20 
redress.”’ 


LITTLE BILL HOWARD 


Is Back in His Old Quarters in Greenville 
Jail. 


GREENVILLE, 8S. C., February 24.—[Special.j— 
“Little Bill Howard’”’ has been recaptured, and is 
confined in his old quarters at the county jail. 

It will be remembered that he was convicted lest 
summer for the murder of Ben Ross, and sen- 
tenced to be hung in September last. An appeal 
was taken by his attorney to the supreme court, 
and while it was pending, he made his escape 
from the jail by dressing in his wife’s clothing. 
and, taking his child in his arm, passed the jailer 
and got safely away before it was discovered. 

The parties to the affair are all ‘““mconshiners,” 
and live in the Blue Ridge mountains, about 
twenty-five miles above here. Since his escape 
Howard has beenin hiding, making his a pore: 
ance at different times around illicit distillers; 
and has been involved in several difficulties, 
Being 9 half-witted fellow, considerable sympa- 
thy was aroused in 
caped and scarcely any effort was made to retake 
him, but recently he had grown bolder and made 
threats that he would not be recaptured. 

Sheriff Gilreath determined yesterday that he 
would make an effort to capture himw,and learning 
that he was at his father-in-law’s, William Ross’s 
house, the sheriff, his son, J. D. Gilreath, James 
Gilreath and James Moon, went there about 2 
o’clock this morning and surrounded the house. 
Howard was in one room with several friends, all 
heavily armed, and when he learned who had sur- 
rounded them began ae loudly, and swore he 
would kill some one. The sheriff gave him a lit- 
tle advice and urged him to surrender and take 
his chances on being hung,or he would be shot 
down like a dog. 

After a little further eee he finally sur- 
rendered and was brought to jail about 1 o’clock 
today. Heis confined to his old cell, and the 
jailer will examine every suspicious-looking fel- 
low who emerges from this jail in the future, 


THE NARROW ESCAPE 


Of a Wife Who Was Moving About the Room 
in the Dark. 

OQHABLOTTE, N. C., February 24.—[{Special.)— 
News reached Charlotte this afternoon of a singu- 
lar occurrence at Gastonia a day or two ago. 
There had been much talk of burglarsin the vil- 
lage, and every one was on the alert. It seems 
that Mrs. W. H. Lewis, wife of one of the most 
prominent lawyers of the state, had gotten up 
during the night for some reason. Mr. Lewis 
awoke about the time his wife had gotten to the 
center of the room, and feeling sure that his house 
was infested with robbers, he took aim at the 
dark object that was moving about the room, and 
as the report of the pistol broke the deathlike 
stillness of the midnight chamber, his wife’s 
voice was heard screaming for her husband not 
to kill her. Fortunately the bullet missed the 
mark, and no serious damage was done, although 
both husband and wife shuddered when they 
thought what the result might have been, 


He Will Never See Mary Again.

John Brewt, a blacksmith at Warrior, Ala., was 
sent tothe state lunatic asylum at Tuscaloosa 
today. Brewt recently quit his trade and devoted 
all his time to making useless and ingenious toys 
of metaland wood. He carved a number of wooden 
guns, engraved with texts from scripture, Masonic 
designs a&d other figures symbolic of a disordered 
mind. He carried six boxes full of old articles to 
Commissioner Hunter, as he said, to have them 
registered,so he could work according to his 
birthright. He refused to goto the asylum, but 
when told that he could have his wares registered 
at Tuscaloosa, he assented. His case is a peculiar 
one. He leaves a family destitute, as he has done 
nothing toward their support for weeks.

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A STORY OF SUFFERING. 


FOUR MEN RESCUED AFTER BEING 


BURIED 


} OVER NINETEEN DAYS IN A MINE. 


They Managed to Keep from Starving by 
Drinking the Oil from Their Lamps. 
How They Were Kescued. 


Hazieton, Pa., February 24.—Four men 
Were rescued alive from Jeanesville mine last 
night, instead of five, as then stated. All are 
Hungarians, named Thomas Tomastuskey, 
Joe Mastuskewitch, John Berno and Bosco 
Frinko. Twenty-three men were in the 
mine when the water broke in. Six escaped 
and seventeen were caught by the water. 
Thirteen bodies haye been taken out, 


Tomastuskey is in the best condition, and will 


doubtless fully recover. Mastuskewitch, 
known as “Big Joe,” from his size, is ap- 
parently in the worst condition of all, and 
may not live. They were inthe mine nine- 
teen days and nineteen hours, and owe their 
lives to the fact that the portion of the mine 
where they took refuge was ‘‘cushioned” by 
{108h air by the pressure of water which rose 
in the slope 624 feet in five minutes. They 
supported Jife on the contents of their dinner 
pails and oii in the lamps and bottles, and, 
when these were gone, upon the water in the 
mine, which was horribly foul with sulphur. 

The terrible tale of their nineteen days suf- 
fering will hardly be made public for several 
days, as with the most favorable improvement 
hoped for, none of the men will be strong 
enough to talk. Much comment is heard as to 
the future movements of the rescued men, 
should they be returned to health and 
strength. 

THE MUSEUM MEN ON HAND. 

Already parties are eager to secure them 
and exhibit them from place to place, and 
have them relate the sufferings of that awful 
time. 

Superintendent MacFarlane was the happi- 
est man of many happy men at Jeanesville 
today. To him is due the credit for prosecut- 
ing so vigorously the work of emptying the 
mine, reaching the bodies and rescuing four 
men last night. 

The greatest praise is due to the firm of J. 
C. Haydeon & Co., and Superintendent Mac- 
Farlane and the heroic bend of miners 
with him, in the perils of the blackd-amp 
death that might have at any time seized any 
and all of the searchers at the bottom of the 
manway. 

THE HEROIC RESCUERS. 

The searching party consisted of Superin- 
tendent MacFarlane, Joseph Kelshaw, Will- 
iamj| Hale, Alex Morton, James Sterling 
and David Nelson. They had again descended 
into the lower lift by means of the loghole. 
The gangways, whileempty of water, were 
impassable because of mud and _ debris, 
wrecked cars, etc. They took their perilous 
journey down the manway again by means of 
ropes, and when once upon the lower lift be- 
an to investigate the portion of the mine 
where the Huns worked. The air was terrible 
with black damp. They gained access to the 
angway and began to explore the 
breast. They were driven back and the lights 
extinguished many times by the biack damp; 
but they were certain the missing men would 
be found in this locality, and they returned 
and again. . ; 

THE CRY FROM THE DEPTHS. 

Once, when feeling themselves being over- 
come by black damp and certain that they 
must again retreat, Superintendent McFarlane 
called out aloud to what he supposed were the 
occupants of the breast already cold in death. 
To his and the party’s surprise, the call met 
with a response. They returned to good air 
again, lit their lamps, and again made a deés- 
perate effort to reach the voice heard. Failure 
again met their heroic efforts, although Super- 
intendent McFarlane went through the black 
damp to the distance of sixty feet without a 
light or anything to guide his footsteps. 

THE PERSEVERING WORKERS. 

Again the attempt was renewed after a 
breathing spel], and the providence that had 
dealt so kindly with the men entombed and 
had directed the rescuers thus far, did not 
desert them, for, after an almost superhuman 
effort, the rescuers battled their way through 
the deadly damp and got above thé water line 
into fresh air. Again they called, and again 
came a response, and this time close at hand. 
On they pressed, guarded by the sound of 
voices from the dark. 

THE MEN FOUND. 

In a crossheading, eleven yards in length, 
between breasts No. 4 and 5, were found the 
bodies of the four men in a narrow 
cell 4x4. The men were all thuddled 
together asif trying to keep warm. Their 
limbs and heads were so intermingled that it 
was with difficulty only were they separated. 

Caleb Williams and Mine Inspector Lewis, 
who were following close by, were shouted to 
to ge for blankets, nourishment, physicians 
and a priest. This was done at once. 

DOCTORS SUMMONED. 

Drs. D. W. Mears and J. W. Bowman were 
hastily summoned from Audenreid, and J. 
W. Cole and Howard McClure from Hazleton. 
They, with Rev. J. J. Commiskey were at 
once lowered down into the mine. 

Then the men were moved to the pump- 
house at the bottom of the wee, To do this 
they were again compelled to bring 
them wu the manway and through 
the doghole. It wasan awful journey down 
through the deadly black damp of the breast, 
through mud and water into the doghole, 
where for 200 feet the men were compelled to 
walk stooping. 

At length they reached the pumphouse at 
the bottom of the slope. ere the men 
were placed on beds of straw in blankets, and 
cared for by the physicians and miners. They 
wele very weak, but all conscious. 

BROUGHT TO LIGHT. 

They were brought to the surface this morn- 
ing at 5 o’clock, and taken to the Sons of Tem- 
perance hall at Jeanesville. 

When the Associated Press representative 
arrived, Mrs. J. C. Haydon and a party of 
ladies were administering totheir wants. Lime 
water, beef tea, milk and wine were given 
the men in sparing quantities. Dr. J. W. 
Cole was in charge attending to their wants 
this morning. Drs. Mears and Bowman were 
resting after their night’s work. They were 
both suffering from the effects of the deadly 
biack damp. Dr. Cole worked like a Trojan 
all night long, and today is just 
as anxious for the miners as 
though they were his own relatives. 

The men who carried the rescued four to 
the doghole were: David Sterling, David 
Roberts, James Gallagher, Harry Green, 
Joseph Kelshaw, Jr., Thomas Kelshaw, Will. 
iam Pildea, William Nelson, James Pearson, 
Evan Williams, Daniel Mulherrin, Joseph 
and Frank Stull, William F. and Thomas 
Homer. 

These men, with the rescuing party men- 
tioned, encountered untold difficulties in the 
way of mud, water and broken timbers, before 
they could get the bodies of the men out of 
the manway. 

THE POOR HUN’S REPLY. 

Thomas Tomasuskey when asked how long 
he was under the ground replied; ““Me down 
two weeks; too much long; too cold.” 

The men had no knowledge of the exact time 
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but knew it, must have

SINGING PRAISES TO GOD. 

The hall-is about one mile from the slope, 
and the road passes the residence of J. C. 

When 
the procession of men, with 
lamps burning on their mining 
hats and their black and glistening clothing 
shimmering in the moonlight, arrived in front 
of theiremployer’s home, some one started to 
sing the doxology and the company of miners 
and people joined in ‘‘Praise God from whom 
ali blessings flow.’’ 

“Mrs. Haydon and the family came out and 
accompanied the party to the hall. First 
lime water and then small doses of brandy 
and milk were given the men, but only by the 
spoonful atatime. Inashorttime the four 
men were quietly sleeping. It was Tomas- 
tusky and Big Joe who replied to the super 
intendent’s call. At that time Joe seemed to 
be in the best condition of all, but he has 
since collapsed, while Tomastuskey shows the 
peentees signs of improvement. Although he 
1as the appearance of a starved map, his skin 
being drawn tightly over his cheekbones, he 
is bright and chipper. 

TOMASTUSKEY’S APPEAL. 

_When spoken to he said: “Big boss [refer- 
ring to McFarlane], he find Hungary man 
very sick in breast; soon get well. We 
men so hungry ;”’ and then piteously he asked: 
‘Big boss, give me piece fried meat,’* measur- 
ing his fingers the size he wanted. His wish, 
of course, could not be gratified, but it was 
touching to hear the appeal. He then said: 

“Me get well all right; doctor say no get 
well. Big boss send money to wife ard babies 
in Hungary, but me like to get well.” 

His savings amount to $375, and to this he 
referred in his request to send it to his wife. 
He asked for the priest, and when told the 
clergyman had gone home to take rest, he 
said; ‘Good; me wait.’ 

RELICS FROM THE MINE. 

Caleb Williams has the lamp of one of the 
men, containing a small supply of oil. He 
also has a piece of wood taken from the small 
pile where the men were found. This wood 
had been gathered for the purpose of building 
a fire with which to keep off the chill water. 
Why the fire was not started re- 
mains in doubt. Exhaustion may have 
overtaken the men and prevented 
the consummation of the project. 
At any rate it was providential for had they 
built a fire the air would have goon become 
vitiated and they would have perished, as did 
Ball, Reed and two other victims of suffoca- 
tion. The bodies of some of the dead show 
that they starved to death. Four who were 
foundjtogether—Bal], Reed and two others— 
were much emaciated, but they had evidently 
died from suffocation, as they had built a fire 
to warm themselves and thus exhausted oxy- 
gen in the air. When this happened the fire 
went out and the men suffocated. The others 
had drowned atonce. The body of one Hun- 
garian, who had starved, was much emaciated 
and showed no sign of decomposition. 
He had evidently died very recently. 


AN INSULTED CARRIAGE DRIVER, 


Who Did Not Make as Much Out of Jay 
Gould as He Expected. 

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., February 24.—[Special.]} 
—An amusing story is told of Gould’s first 
carriage drive here. 

Bill Claiborne, a colored coachman in the 
employ of Mr. Louis Colee, a liveryman, was 
detailed to drive Mr. Gould about. Claiborne 
is a particularly affable negro, and very handy 
with his tongue. Heis an old resident of St. 
Augustine and knows everybody and every 
tnich of groundin the place, besides having 
much information of an historical value. He 
has taken out many distinguished parties in 
his day and has often been the recipient of 
very liberal tips. The story goes that 
on this occasion Claiborne was 
particularly attentive to Mr. Gould. 
According to a published account, he fairly 
laid himself out to entertain Mr. Gould. He 
carefully explained the nature of every build- 
ing that they passed, told him wonderful tra- 
ditions concerning every old wall and struc- 
ture, and took especial pains to dwell at 
length upon everything of interest. Finally 
Mr. Gould —— a desire toreturn. As 
he was carefully deposited at the carriage en- 
trance of the Ponce de Leon he put his hand 
in his pocket; his purpose was evident 
and visions of a $10, or perhaps a $20 bill 
passed before the coachman’s interested eyes. 
W hat was his chagrin when the great railroad 
magnate drew forth his purse and handed him 
a quarter of adollar. Claiborne looked at ita 
moment and handed it back to the astonished 
donor, politely refusing the gift. 

‘‘Why, what is the matter ?’’ he asked. 

‘*My instructions is, sah, never to take any- 
thing from de people I takes out,”’ he replied, 
with all the dignity of a black coachman. 
Then he whipped up his horses and was gone

Clairborne doubtless accepted the dollar, 
but the air castles that he was building while 
he was entertaining Gould have probably 
faded away forever.

WHO WILL GET IT? 


THE PRESBYTERIANS DECIDE TO 
ESTABLISH A UNIVERSITY. 


A PLAN OF UNION FOR THE SYNODS. 


Election of Officers—Course of Study to Be 
Pursued— Bids for the Location to Be 
Received Next June. 


Avausta, Ga., February 24.—[Special.]—A 
meeting of the board of regents of South 
Atlantic university, of four Presbyterian 
synods of North Carolina, South Carolina, 
Georgia and Florida, was in session in the 
Planter’s hotel par'ors from 4 o’clock this 
afternoon till 12 o’clock tonight. The regents 
present were Rev. Dr. J. B. Shearer, of North 
Carolina; Rev. G. B. Strickler, Atlanta, Rev. 
J.T. Plunket, Augusta; Colonel G. C. Edgar, 
Tallahassee, Fla.; Rev. George Summey, of 
Chester, S. C., and Professor J. R. Blake, 
Greenwood, 8. C. The object of the meeting 
was to arrange preliminary proceedings, to 
inaugurate the movements of the synods of the 
four states, and to establish a Presbyterian 
university somewhere in the south. 

The university will probably be located 
somewhere in Georgia as the movement for 
the establishment was proposed in Georgia 
particularly by Augusta and Atlanta presby- 
teries and the support of the university will 
largely depend upon the presbyteries of this 
state. 

The regents have reported to the synod that 
they deem it desirable, necessary and prac- 
ticable for the four synods to unite in found. 
ing and fostering a school common to 
them all. They recommend the adoption 
of the following plan of union which 
shall be in the nature of a fundamental law 
for the proposed institution. The synods shall 
appoint each three regents, so elected that one 
shall pass out of office each year, who shall 
constitute a board of regents, of whom one- 
half shall be a quorum. 

GOVERNMENT OF THE INSTITUTION. 

The sole government of the institution shall 
belong to this board. Such institution shall 
embrace, first, such academic and scientific 
courses a8 are used in institutions of high 
grade, and then such professional, polytechnis 
and industrial schools and courses as may, 
from time to time, seem proper and necessary. 

A THOROUGH BIBLICAL TRAINING, 

In connection with every course there shall 
be given a thorough and comprehensive Bibli- 
cal training, so as to make an intelligent 
scriptural faith the controlling principle of 
the institution. 

The school shall be called a university, in 
that it shall offer the best facilities in reach 
for thorough culture and a high standard of 
graduation, and also an ever-widening scheme 
of courses taught, allto be presented in such 
relations and combinations as may seem 
wisest. The board of regents shall exercise 
the usual powers of such bodies and 
employ executive agents and enact 
such by-laws as may seem to them 
necessary for the furtherance of their work, 
and shall seccure a charter of incorporation in 
the state where they shall locate the institu- 
tion. Me 


This board shall proceed, at their own dis- 


cretion, to secure-a plant for the university and _ 


endowments;eth temporary and permauens. 
They shall locate, organize and develop. .the 
institution as soon, as in their judgment, if 
can be done with safety and tosuch an extent 
as the means in hand will justify without in- 
curring debt. <Any other sister synods, 
or any new synods, formed of 
parts of these’ shall elect regents 
as herein provided on their adoption 
of this plan of union. This planof union 
shall be in force when ratified by three 
synods. 
HAVE ADOPTED A NAME, 

The board at its meeting today adopted the 
name of “South Atlantic university” for the: 
name of the university; also arranged for se- 
curing a charter. A constitution and code of 
by-laws were proposed and adopted. Under 
the constitution adopted, Rev. J. B. Shearer, 
D.D., LL.D., president of Davidson college, 
of North Carolina, was elected president of 
the board. Rey. George Summey, Secretary 
A. B. Curry, of Florida, 5. M. Inman, of 
Atlanta, and Rev. J. T. Punkett, of Augusta, 
were appointed an executive committee. 

WILL RECBIVE BIDs. 

The board announced its readiness to receive 
bids from various localities for the permanent 
location of the university, which will cost up 
in the hundreds of thousands of dollars. The 
places already spoken of for the location of the 
university are Augusta, Atlanta, Asheville 
and Spartanburg. 

The board adjourned tojmeet in Augusta on 
June 30th to take into consideration proposi- 
tions from the cities to secure the location of 


the university.

BY A BURLY NEGRO YESTERDAY 


EVENING. 


She Was Beturning Home from Her Work 
When She Was Assailed by the Fiend- 
ishgNegro—Talk of Lynching. 

Miss Margaret McClure, a highly respecta- 
ble white Jady, had her throat cut by an 
unknown negro man about 7 o’clock yes- 
terday evening. 

It was one of the boldest and most vil- 
lainous crimes ever committed in Atlanta. 

If the black rascal is caught, the chances 

are that he will get his deserts by the rope 
route. 
Citizens living in the vicinity of the Jewish 
Orphans’ Home, close by where the dastardly 
assault was committed, are aroused, and the 
country is being scoured by officers mounted 
and on foot, headed by Chief Connolly. 

Miss McClure is not dead, but the 
wound across her throat is a very serious 
one. 

The larynx wascut and the jugular vein 
was only missed by a hair’s breadth. 

The struggle of the lady was all that saved 
her life. Even with this had the knife been 
@ little sharper the wound would have been 
beyond the surgeon’s skill. 

A good description of the negro isin the 
hands of the police and no stone will be 
left unturned to catch him. 

THE WOUNDED LADY. 

Miss Margaret McClure is about forty years 
of age. She is rather above the medium 
height, good-looking and of robust build. 

She is a seamstress in the employ of Selig 
Bros., where she works until 5:30 o’clock each 
day. 

Miss McClure and her sister came from Du- 


luth to Atla: ta six weeks ago, since which 


they have been occupying rooms 
in the hoase of Mr. J. M. JDon- 
ehoo, on Love street, about 100 feet 
from ‘heco ner of Washington and directly 
opposite the Jewish Orphans’ Home. 

She and her sister are both unmarried. They 


are of good family, and worthy of respect in 


every way. ;? 
. OF THE ATTACK. 


Miss Mc(Cfure was attacked by the villain- 
ous negro wifhin fifty feet of the gate to Mr. 
Donehoo’s house. 

At the corner of Washington and Love 
streets there is a grove. Mr. Donehoo’s house 
sits beyond this grove, which must be passed 
in approaching from Washington street. 

On the other side of the home, toward Cap- 
ito] avenue, there is alsoa large field, the Don- 
ehoo residence being the only one on Love 
street between Washington and Capitol ave- 
nue. 

The Jewish home, as stated, is situated 
across the street, but after dusk this does not 
relieve the deserted and lonely aspect of the 
neighborhood. 

There is an electric light on the corner of 
Washington street and Love, but few people 
frequent this quarter after sundown, and these 
were not suflicient to deter the negro from his 
dastardly ass tult. 

LYING IN AMBUSH. 

Chief Contjolly rode out Washington street 
yesterday af{jrnoon just before dusk. Skulk- 
ing through the fields near the corner of Geor- 
gia avenue h,; saw several suspicious-looking 
negroes. re 

It is possibjp that one of these is the brute 
who cut the Hoody gash across Miss McClure’s 
throat. 

The negro who did the deed evidently lay in 
ambush in ‘the grove intervening between 
Washington street and the Donehoo residence, 
part of which he knew the lady wouldfhave to 
walk, after she got off the car, to reach the 
house. 

The deep shade of the grove suited well this 
purpose. How long the negro was there be- 
fore this fiendish attack, nobody knows, as no 
one saw him enter there. 

THE ATTACK. 

Yesterday Miss McClure attended to her 
work as usual at the Selig factory. 

At half past: five she quit, but did not go 
home at once, She had a little shopping to do 
and, before taking the car on Pryor street, 
made a trip on Whitehall, having in her hands 
several small-bundles when she finally started 
for home. 

It was between half past 6 and 7 o'clock 
when she alighted from the car at the corner 
of Washington and Love streets.

“Captain Jeter, it is reported that your associa- 
tion has bought the Macon gaslight and water 
pliant.

THE REPORT CONFIRMED. 

Captain Jeter replied: “Yes, the association 
has bought the plant. lam now in possesion of 
the same.

The Commissioners Decide to Erect as 
Good a Jail as Any Other County Has. 
GRIFFIN, Ga., February 24.—{Special.}—Spald- 

ing county’s efficient board of commissioners 

made a decided step forward today. THE ConsTI- 

TUTION called on Coionel Thomas R. Mills, the 

chairman of the board, at his home tonight to 

ascertain what the movement meant. To my 
question he replied: 

“Our jail, first, is very deficient, and wé will 
without delay build a new one with all the modern 
improvements and conveniences. It will be one 
of the strongest jails in the circuit.” 

“But, colonel, we asked, “can Spalding county 
afford to build such a jail? Is her finances 
in acondition to spendas much money as it will 
require to erect such a jail as you speak of?” 

“Oh, yes; the treasurer has on hand $10,000 
surplus, after paying the expenses of our recent 
court, which is an ample fund forthe purpose: 
The jail will be built, and a beginning on it will be 
made soon, but, before we go to work, a com- 
mittee from the recent grand jury, with one of’ 
the commissioners, will visit some of ‘the 
modern jails. There is another important 
matter that we decided on today and that is the 
working of the public roads with convict. labor. 
Our roads are in a deplorable condition, is why we 
are going todothis. It will cost us, we estimate, 
the first year including the buildings necessary, 
about $2,000. We not only get prisoners from this 
county, but from the entire judicial circuit.”’ 

Colonel Mills further said the work would begin at 
once. The management of the hands will be under 
a superintendent appointed by the commissioners, 
whose duty it will be to properly grade and repair 
the roads. After they are gotten in condition itis 
proposed to macadamize them. Spaulding eounty 
will then lead the state in point of roads, as she 
does now in many other important matters. .

Other goods would be ordered 
and secured for fictitious firmsinthe same way 


His position as postmaster aided him in his 


schemes. He was indicted eleven times by the 
grand jury of Pierce county, but through some 
reason his cases never came to trial. He. was re- 


moved from the postmastership, and an order was 
issued removing the postoffice to Coffee, 
and Miss Kelly was appointed post- 
mistress. This was last May. Dickson 
did not surrender the effects of the office until 
September, the government officials, in the 
meantime, thinking that Miss Kelly was in 
charge at Coffee. In June the office at Mershon 


,was revived and Dickson’s son, a boy of sixteen 


years of age, was appointed postmaster. Then 
Dickson ran both postoffices in the same building, 
and utilized each of them as a means of swindling 
merchants in his old style. Unsatisfied judgments 
for about $5,000 are in existence in Pierce against 
the fictitious firms that Dickson originated. His 
operations extended all over the country, securing 
carriages and other goods from as far away as 
Kalamazoo, Michigan.

THE DALTON ACCOMMODATION. 


Other News that Will Be Read with Interest 
by Railroad Men in this Section 
of the South. 


It is pretty generally understood in railroad 
circles that the Dalton accommodation on the 
Western and Atlantic will be discontinued 
after next Sunday, March ist. The reason 
given for the taking off of this train is thas the 
Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis people 
do not propose to run trains that are losing 
ventures, aud this train, they claim, is one of 
that genus. 
People at the other end of the route claim 
that the discontinuance of the accommodation 
would be little less than a discrimination 
against Chattanooga and north Georgia. 
That with no train into Chattanooga between 
11:40 at night and 1 in the afternoon the next 
day, and none out of ‘Chattanooga between 
1:15 in the afternoon and 1:55 the next morn- 
ing, the retail trade, which has been coming 
to Chattanooga on the accommodation and Ro- 
ing back on the midday passenger, and Vice 
versa, would be lost to the city, no lady caring 
to get up in the middle of the night to come to 
Chattanooga, norearing to stay in Chatta- 
nooga half the night to be put at home about 
daybreak. Property along the line of the 
road would go down 50 per cent and the 
towns between Chattanooga and Dalton would 
be filled with empty houses and stores. 

Great consternation is felt along the line of 
road, andacommittee from the Chattanooga 
Chamber of Commerce, the board of trade, 
and the merchants of the city, 1s now at 
Nashville, entering a protest with President 
Thomas. 

A dispatch from Chattanooga states that 
the East Tennessee men say a schedule will 
put on between Chattanooga and Rome, if 
this Dalton aceommodation is taken off. 

This is a bid of the East Tennessee for 
Chattanooga and Da)ton freights.

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Is It a Plagiarism? 

The New York Sun reproduces the follow- 
ing paragraph from the description of Sher- 
man’s funeral, in the columns of its city con- 
temporary, The Times: 

The dead conqueror! High on the funeral cata- 
falque, under a covering black as night, where the 
sun kissed only the canopy that hid him, he came, 
not leading, but led; no longer victorious, but 
himself surrendered. Borne on the crisp air came 
the sobbing and sighing of flute and drum that 
sang of the nation’s sorrow, yet they told no story 
half so sad, they touched no heart half so deep as 
did the mass of reverent ‘blackness that bore him 
as a cloud. 

After ironically complimenting this bit of 
fine writing, The Sun says that in ‘‘The 
Lifé and Deeds of General Grant,’’ by Colo- 
nel Frank A. Burr, will be found this pas- 
gage: 

The dead conqueror! There where tbe SsuD 
kissed the purple and silver that hid him, he came, 
not leading, but led; not victorious, but himself 
surrendered. The chief magistrate and the hon- 
ored of the people hedged him about; men whose 
lives are history, thronged before and after; the 
great captains he h\d launched like thunderbolts 
against the foe wer} with him again, but the eye 
saw only the revere jt blackness which bore him as 
a cloud. In softes}, music that went and came in 
whispers the grief jf the nation was voiced. 

Now, this wou, appear to make out a case 
of plagiarism against The Times, but The 
Sun remarks that,it is doubtful, because be- 
fore the publication of Burr’s book, in Au- 
gust, 1885, The mes thus describes Grant’s 
funeral: ¥ 

The dead conqueror! There, under a canopy 
as of night, where.the sun kissed the purple and 
silver that hid him, he came; not leading, but led; 
not victorious, bu%, himself surrendered. From 
throats of flute and clarionet and tuba the sighs 
and sobbings of thé:nation were voiced in the soft- 
est, saddest music, but no heart could be struck 
deeper than by the sight of the reverent bidckness 
that bore him as a cloud. 

This is mystifying. Did Burr plagiarize from 
The Times, or did) he write the article in the 
first place for that|paper, and afterwards use 
it in his book? Granting that he did plagia- 
rize it, what does The Times mean by work- 
ing off its old description of Grant’s funeral 
as a picture of the funeral of Sherman? 

Is it plagiarism or not? Probably not, but 
one cannot help wondering, in the language 
of The Sun, on whose account the sun will. 
next kiss the canopy, in the columns of The 
Times, and whose clay will next in turn be 
borne as a cloud by the reverent blackness. 
The whole business is decidedly mixed. 


Mississippi’s Constitution. 


Our fears that the people of Mississippi 
would have troyble with their new constitu- 
tion turns out to be well founded. 

According to the Jackson Clarion-Ledger, 
the people are growing very restless under 
their new organic law. That enterprising 
paper offers $100 in gold for any man who 
understands the ¢onstitution, and says that 
it is a ‘‘mess’’ fr¢in first to last. The peo- 
ple do not comprijhend it, the lawyers can- 
nvt interpret.it, t}ie attorney general cannot 
construe it, the g»vernor is in despair, and 
the supreme cour.; cannot see its way clear. 
Our contemporaty wants the convention 
called back to bugn their work, and amend 
the constitution iA a simple way, and submit 
it to the people f@E ratification or rejection. 

The trouble is said to be due to the fact 
that the convention put too many details in 
the constitution, Misurping, to some extent, 
the functions of the legislature. The cen- 
tral ideas are well enough, but the details 
conflict. Ifthe work is not revised the 
Bupreme court will have a hard job before it. 

We have seen in Georgia the inconyen- 
lence of having too many details in our 
fundamental law. Our last convention pro- 
ceeded too much on the assumption that it 
was not safe to trust the people, and that 
they needed iron-clad rules to protect them 
against such legislation as they might desire 
in future. Our rapid development and the 
changes of the complex conditions of our 
civilization are such that it is unwise to have 
a constitution that hampers progress. An 
organic law should leave the people free 
to enact laws that will aid their growth, and 
be in harmony with the spirit of their insti- 
tutions.

A High-Priced Husband. 

Since all the facts have been made public, 
there is no longer any doubt that General 
Barrundia was killed because our minister to 
Central America, Mr. Mizner, ordered him 
to be delivered to the officers who sought 
him on board the American vessel where he 
had sheltered himself under our flag. 

The recall of Mr. Mizner made it plain 
that our government repudiated his action. 

Under the circumstances it is natural that 
General Barrundia’s widow should demand 
damages from this country. She has suffered 
an irreparable wrong at the. hands of our 
official representative, and we should make 
amends in sume way. 

But this charming and unfortunate black- 
eyed widow asks for the sum of $1,000,000. 
Is it not possible that she rates her husband 
at too high a figure? 

General Barrundia was an average Central 
American revolutionist. If his life had been 
spared for a century he would never had 
earned $1,000,000, nor the tenth of that 
sum. He thrived upon the misfortunes of 
his country, and stirred up civil strife to 
gratify his ambition and greed. 

He was unlawfully put todeath, and our 
government is responsible for the crime, but 
his widow will have to reduce her bill. The 
lady’s figures are altogether too steep, and 
while we are in favor of reciprocity and all 
that sort of thing, our government will wait 
a long time before it pays out $1,000,000 in 
big round dollars for a waspish little Central 
American revolutionist. The bill collector 
will have to call again. 
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A Needed Reform. 

South Carolina has taken the initiative 
in an educational reform which is likely 
to meet with approval throughout the 
southern states. The suggestion, which 
is not, however, a new one, is practi- 
cally put by Superintendent of Education 
Mayfield, of that state, and is that our 
schoolbooks be revised, wherever revision 
is found necessary, and all sectional sen- 
tences eliminated—especially in histories 
of the late war. 

Mr. Mayfield has addressed circulars in 
regard to this matter to superintendents of 
schools in every southern étate, his idea 
being to havea uniform system of school- 
books, without any objectionable features, 
in use everywhere. He refers especially to 
histories, and says: 

It is not the wish of our people to have a his- 
tory presenting a partial view of the opinions en- 
tertained by the southern people and the part they 
took in the late war, but it is demanded that we 
have a fair presentation of them, and that all op- 
probrious words and phrases shall be omitted 
from the histories that are taught in our schoo!s. 
Nor is it desired to have the part taken and views 
entertained by the people at the north unfairly 
stated. Whatis wanted is a history that is im- 
partial and complete in the presentation of both 
sides of the question in unobjectionable language 
to either side. ; 

This is a needed reform, and it should ap- 
ply to the books in use in northern schools 
also. Books that promote sectional feelings 
are dangerous educators, in schools 
or elsewhere, and the sooner 
they are dispensed with the better it will be 
forthe country. There is no doubt that 
some of the histories introduced in our 


schools are objectionable for the reasons set ; 


forth by Mr. Mayfield, and wherever they 
are‘found to be so they should be discarded 
north and south. 


How Is This? 

The New Orleans Times-Democrat is of 
the opinion that over 1,000,000 negroes were 
deliberately omitted from the census in the 
south in order to decrease the southern rep- 
resentation in congress and the electoral 
vote, 

According to the census returns, our white 
population is not much more than it was in 
1880, while the negro insrease is but little 
over one-third of what it was ten years ago, 
although in the total is included the state of 
Arkansas, which has received the largest 
immigration of negroes. 

This charge, repeated after the statements 
concerning the census frauds in New York 
city, will be very generally believed. The 
partisan census of 1890 rests under such a 
cloud of suspicion that it can never be 
quoted as authority. 

If we secure an honest enumeration in the 
year 1900 the population statistics of the 
south will astonish the country, and will 
conclusively prove the unreliable character 
of the census reports for the past three dec- 
ades.

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Blaine’s Artful Cuban Scheme. 

Secretary Blaine for some years has 
favored the acquisition of Cuba by the 
United States. He has frequently said that 
Cuba would come to us before Canada, and 
that the proper diplomatic methods would 
bring her in a very short time. 

The reciprocity treaty with Brazil is a 
part of Mr. Blaine’s Cuban scheme. Let us 
see how it is expected to work. Brazil is 
able to supply us with plenty of cheap 
sugar, and unless Cuban sugar enters our 
ports a year from now free of duty, under a 
reciprocity treaty with Spain, it will be 
driven from our markets by the high duties. 

But Spain cannot very well enter into a 
reciprocity treaty with us, because her 
treaties with European nations bind her to 
give them all the privileges of ‘‘the most 
favored nations.’’ England and Germany 
would at once demand the same privileges, 
and Spain cannot afford to grant them. 

So the planters of Cuba will soon find 
their crops rotting, and their plantations 
idle, or producing what cannot be sold. 
They will be driven to fight for independence 
60 they can make a treaty with us, or they 
will demand annexation. 

Our artful secretary of state has so ar- 
ranged this reciprocity business that Cuba as 
a matter of self-preservation will defy Spain, 
while Spain will be unable to give the island 
a fair showing in our markets without be- 
coming embroiled with the nations of En- 
rope. Under such circumstances it is rea- 
sonable to suppose that the government at 
Madrid will consent to sell her troublesome 
island to us, and not haggle over the price. 

This is a rough outline of the scheme. 
Apparently it is ingeniously planned, and 
promises successful results, but there may 
be a hitch. Suppose Brazil fails to meet us 
half way in this reciprocity experiment? In 
that event this cunning diplomacy will go 
for nothing. The indications are that the 
‘Cubans will not change flags right away.

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


THE CHATTANOOGA TIMES prints an open letter 
from Colonel George T. Fry ‘to ex-President 
Cleveland. Colonel Fry makes a strong argument 
in favor of the free coinage of silver. He shows 
that it would be neither dangerous nor reckless, 
and says in conclusion: “The remedy is ina re- 
casting of the financial system of the country. 
Let us have free and unlimited coinage of both 
gold and silver, make each an equal full legal 
tender in payment of all debts, public and private ; 
retire all paper money known as silver or gold 
certificates; in lieu of all certificates so retired 
issue a certificate to be paid by the government in 
‘coin’ without specifying any particular kind of 
‘coin ;’ make this new ‘coin’ certificate a full legal 
tender on an equal footing with gold and silver in 
payment of alll debts, taxes, etc. 

With this trinity of money all on an equality in 
their debt-paying power, it will be utterly impos- 
sible for any combination to drive gold out of the 
country or to corner it, and force it to a premium. 
Nobody would give a premium for a gold dollar 
with which to pay his taxes to the state or United 
States, or to pay a debt to his neighbor, when a 
Silver or paper dollar would pay such obligation. 
With this financial system in operation, all the 
time gradually expanding itself as population and 
business expanded, gold and silver would cease to 
antagonize each other, and the country would 
prosper to an extent hitherto unknown.” 


IN A RECENT notable article on Bright’s dis- 
ease, by Dr. Purdy, of Chicago, the factis stated 
that the mortality from the disease is greatest in 
New York, New Jersey, Connecticut, Massachu- 
setts and New Hampshire, and that it is smallest 
in Tennessee, North Carolina, Georgia, Arkansas 
and Nebraska. The south furnishes about one- 
quarter of the victims of the malady in this 
country. Heat, dryness and an equable tempera- 
ture are hostile to the disease, The London Lancet 
takes issue with Dr. Purdy, and insists that the 
most important causes of Bright’s disease are 
improper food, unwholesome occupations and un- 
Sanitary dwellings.

Information has been received at the capitol of 
two pension agencies at Washington, D. C., writ- 
ing to pottmasters and others for the names of 
widows entitled to pensions under the Georgia 
law, and offering, as pay for such imformation, a 
percentage of the agencies’ fees for collection. 

Quite a number of applications have come direct 
to the capitol from lawyers and agencies outside 
oe as well as in it, asking for pension 

To all such reqnests the answer has been 
uniform—that it was the state’s policy to make 
lawyers’ services and fees unnecessary in the pay- 
nent of these pensions, and to have the money go 
direct to those for whom it was appropriated. 

But the latest thing in the widows’ pension fee 
line concerns two Atlanta lawyers. One is H. D. 
Phillips, lately come here from New Jersey, and 
the other is named Taylor. They represented to 
the public prinver—to Colonel J. 8. Prather—that

This consisted of 
an addition, which was to the effect that all 
Claims forwarded to their address would be 
promptly, etc., etc.

THE RAILROAD COMMISSION HOLDS 
AN IMPORTANT MBETING. : 


The Commission and the Railroads to Lock 
Horns on the Joint Kate Circular. 
The Schoolbook Question. 


@The railroad commission held an important 
meeting yesterday. 

The most important development was in re- 
gard tothe joint rate circular issued some 
time ago by the commission. 

The Central has been cited to show reason, 
at the next meeting of the commission, why 
they have failed tocomply with it. ' 

The East Tennessee, it is understood, has 
also refused to carry out this order, as a num- 
ber of complaints have reached the commis- 
sion concerning their failure to do go. 

The Central, and perhaps other roads, are 
expected to carry the matter into the courts. 

The joint rate circular, No. 171, was issued 
under authority of an act by the last legisia- 
ture. This law gave them a new power, and 
the test of it in court would be without prece- 
dent. The order of the commission went into 
effect only last October. 

The circular reads: 

The following has been adopted as rule No. 30 of 
the rules governing the transportation of freight: 

Rule No. 30. On ali shipments of freights not 
governed by Rule No.1, originating aud termi- 
hating in this state, which shall pass over the 
whoie or portions of two or more roads, not under 
the same control, the maximum rate charged on 
such shipments shall not be greater than the sun 
of the iocal rates on such freights, less 10 per 
cent for the distance hauled over each road. ‘ihe 
total rate thus ascertained on such freights from 
the puint of shipment, to the point of destination, 
Shall be divided in such proj; ortions between the 
roads over which such freighcts pass, 80 a8 to give 
to each road interested in the shipment its locai 
rate, less 1U per cent tor the distance such jship- 
ment is Laulea. 

Nothing in this rule shall be construed to pre- 
vent the total of any joint rate made under this 
rule trom being divided in such proportions be- 
tween the roads interested in the same as they 
may agree upon, but a failure to so agree between 
the roads interested shall in no way affect the 
totai joint rate tu be charged and collected on, or 
work delay in the transportation of such freights, 
or be asubject of appeal to the comunission by 
the roads at interest. bis circular to take effect 
October 15, 1890. 

The Sawmill Case. 

The petition of the Georgia Sawmill Asso- 
ciation asking for a reduction of the rate on 
lumber, was again postponed yesterday—this 
time until the next meeting of the commis- 
sion, March 10th. 

Western and Atlantic Passenger Rates. 

Several days ago THe CONSTITUTION stated 
that the Western and Atlantic, through Presi- 
dent Thomas, had applied to the commission 
for a 3-cent rate for passengers. 

This letter was read yesterday. 

President Thomas, in support of his request 
forthe old rate being established, explains 
that the gross revenue from passenger service 
on the road is less than $25,000 per month; 
that this amountis not sufficient to pay the 
expense of running trains, not including one- 
fifth of the rental which is chargeable to their 
branch of the service, and states that the 
revenue from passenger service on the Western 
and Atlantic is less than 60 oents per train 
mile. 

He says, in conclusion: ‘In view of the in- 
creased rental charged by the state, and that 
the passenger earnings are less than one-third 
of the general average of railways of the 
United States, and the rate less than that 
charged by other first-class roads in Georgia, 
and that this road has or will furnish more 
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placing “a0 ply t' \dings and bridges in 
first-class order, which" preclude the possi- 
bility of any net revenue from that road for 
years to come, it is hoped that this application 
wiil receive your favorable consideration.” 

President Thomas’s application will be con- 
sidered March 10th. 

Where Shall the Depot Be? 

The Central is going to build a new depot at 
Tennille, but where ?—that’s the question. 

The Central wants to build it at one place; 
the town authéfities want it located at an- 
other point in the corporate limits. 

To have their way, the town authorities 
petitioned the commission, and the case was 
heard yesterday, both sides being represented. 

No decision yet. 

The Schoolbook Question. 

The legislature, at its last session, passed a 
very important resolution concerning school- 
books. Aud it’s beginning to be beard from. 

This is the resolution, December 30, 1890: 

Whereas, Through the instrumentality of a pool 
or combination lormed between publishers of 
schoolbooks, thereby creating a monopoly and 
advancing prices several hundred per cent ou the 
Saline, which has rendered the price of books bur- 
densome alike to all, and in many instances placed 
it beyond the ability of the poor to supply their 
Children with books necessary for their advance- 
ment; and 
_ Whereas, The constitution of the state author- 
izes the enactinent of such laws as may be neces- 
Bary to prevent and deteat all combinations and 
trusts which tend to reduce or defeat competi- 
tion; and 

Whereas, It is the policy of one or more of the 
States to publish or furniso books for the use of 
their own schools at g price which only covers 
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therefore be it 

Resulved, 1st, bythe senate, the house con- 
curring, That it shdll be the duty of the state 
Schoo! commissioner of Georgia, if possible, to 
inaugurate a system or plan by which school- 
books can be supplied to the children of the state 
at a greatly reduced price. 

Resolved. znd. That it shall also be the duty of 
Said commissioner to inquire into the feasibility 
of publishing all schvolbooks by the state, 
by contract with authors and publishers, or other- 
wise, and make a report to the adjourned session 
of the present general asseinbly, should there be 
one, if not, to the next general assembly, of all in- 
formation acquired by him, with such recom- 
Mendations as will assist in solving this question 
and affording the desired relief. 

The state's publishing its own schoolbooks 
is out of the question. The state can make a 
contract with publishers and authors to supply 
books, or can adopt for its schools any uni form 
series of textbooks it may select. 

The actual inauguration of any reform of 
this sort by the commissioner, while it seems 
authorized by the resolution, would hardly be 
a@ satisfactory proceeding—so Mr. Bradwell 
a the action that will be taken is 

is: 

_ Lhe commissioner will carefully and fully~ 
investigate the matter, and then make a fe- 
port to the legislature at ,its next session, with 
recommendations. 

He is known to favor a uniform system of 
textbooks, and its investigation may lead 
him to make some other very strong recom- 
mendations to the legislature. 

The action of the legislature stirred up the 
book-dealers, and quite a lot of literature 
bearing on the subject, in their favor, has 
already come to Commissioner Bradwell. 

Yesterday Messrs. H. W. J. Ham and R. E. 
Park, Jr., representing the American Bank 
Company, called upon the commissioner and 
submitted briefs or arguments on their side of 
the question. 

This report by the commissioner to the 
legislature will be one of the most important 
papers to come up at the next session. 


A Southern Schoolbook Conference. 


Apropos of the schoolbook matter, a move 
ment.originating in South Carolina is now on 


foot for a southern schoolbook conference,

The Commission and the Railroads to Lock 
Horns on the Joint Rate Circular. 
The Schoolbook Question. 


@The railroad commission held an important 
meeting yesterday. 

The most important development was in re- 
gard tothe joint rate circular issued some 
time ago by the commission. 

The Central has been cited to show reason, 
at the next meeting of the commission, why 
they have failed tocomply with it. . 

The East Tennessee, it is understood, has 
also refused to carry out this order, as a num- 
ber of complaints have reached the commis- 
sion concerning their failure to do so. 

The Central, and perhaps other roads, are 
expected to carry the matter into the courts. 

The joint rate circular, No. 171, was issued 
under authority of an act by the last legisia- 
ture. This law gave them a new power, and 
the test of it in court would’ be without prece- 
dent. The order of the commission went into 
effect only last October. 

The circular reads: 


The following has been adopted as rule No. 30 of 
the rules governing the transportation of freight: 
Rule No. 30. On ali shipments of freights not 
governed by Rule No.1, originating and termi- 


hating in this state, which shall pass over the |

roads over which such freights pass, 80 a8 to give 
to each road interested in the shipment its local 
rate, less 10 per cent for the distance such (ship- 
ment is hauled. 

Nothing in this rule shall be construed to pre- 
vent the total of any joint rate made under this 
rule trom being divided in such proportions be- 
tween the roads interested in the same as they 
may agree upon, but a failure to so agree between 
the roads interested shall in no way affect the 
total joint rate tu be charged and collected on, or 
work delay iu the transportation of such freights, 
or be a subject of appeal to the commission by 
the roads at interest. Jhbis circular to take effect 
October 15, 1890. 

The Sawmill Case. 

The petition of the Georgia Sawmill Asso- 
ciation asking for a reduction of the rate on 
lumber, was again postponed yesterday—this 
time until the next meeting of the commis- 
sion, March 10th. 

Western and Atlantic Passenger Kates. 

Several days ago THE CoNnsTITUTION stated 
that the Western and Atlantic, through Presi- 
dent Thomas, had applied to the commission 
for a 3-cent rate for passengers. 

This letter was read yesterday. 

President Thomas, in support of his request 
forthe old rate being established, explains 
that the gross revenue from passenger service 
on the road is less than $25,000 per month; 
that this amountis not sufficient to pay the 
expense of running trains, not including one- 
fifth of the rental which is chargeable to their 
branch of the service, and states that the 
revenue from passenger service on the Western 
and Atlantic is less than 60 oents per train 
mile. 

He says, in conclusion: ‘In view of the in- 
creased rental charged by the state, and that 
the passenger earnings are less than one-third 
of the general average of railways of the 
United States, and the rate less than that 
charged by other first-class roads in Georgia, 
and that this road has or will furnish more 
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years to come, it is hoped that this application 
wiil receive your favorable consideration.” 

President Thomas's application will be con- 
sidered March 10th. 

Where Shall the Depot Be? 

The Central is going to build a new depot at 
Tennille, but where 9—that’s the question. 

The Central wants to build it at one place; 
the town auth@fities want it located at an- 
other point in the corporate limits. 

To have their way, the town authorities 
petitioned the commission, and the case was 
heard yesterday, both sides being represented. 

No decision yet. 

The Schoolbook Question. 


The legislature, at its last session, passed a 
very limportant resolution concerning school- 
books. _ And it’s beginning to be beard from. 

This is the resolution, December 30, 1890; 

Whereas, Through the instrumentality of a pool 
or combination lormed between publishers of 
Schoolbooks, thereby creating a monopoly and 
advancing prices several hundred per cent ou the 
Saine, whici: has rendered the price of books bur- 
densome al.ke to all, aud in many instances placed 
it beyond the ability of the poor to supply their 
children with books necessary for their advance- 
ment; and 

Whereas, The constitution of the state author- 
izes the enactinent of such laws as may be neces- 
sary to prevent and deleat all combinations and 
trusts which tend to reduce or defeat competi- 
ion;and 

Whereas, It is the policy of one or more of the 
States to publish or furnisn books for the use of 
their own schools at g price which only covers 
cost of materials and expenses of publishing; 
therefore be it 

Resulved, ist, by the senate, the house con- 
curring, That it shdll be the duty of the state 
Schoo! commissioner of Georgia, if possible, to 
inaugurate a system or plan by which school- 
books can be supplied to the children of the state 
at 4 zreatly reduced price. 

Resolved. 2nd. That it shall also be the duty of 
Said Commissioner to inquire into the feasibility 
of publishing all schvolbooks by the state, 
by contract with authors and publishers, or other- 
wise, and make a report to the adjourne! session 
of the present general asseinbly, should there be 
one, if not, to the next general assembly, of all in- 
formation acquired by him, with such recom- 
mendations a8 will assist in solving this question 
and affording the desired relief. 

The state’s publishing its own schoolbooks 
is out of the question. The statecan make a 
contract with publishers and authors to supply 
books, or can adopt for its schools any uni lori 
series of textbooks it may select. 

The actual inauguration of any reform of 
this sort by the commissioner, while it seems 
authorized by the resolution, would hardly be 
@ Satisfactory proceeding—so Mr. Bradwell 
+ play the action that will be taken is 

is: 

_ The commissioner will carefully and fally 
investigate the matter, and then make a re- 
port to the legislature at ,its next session, with 
recommendations. 

He is known to favor a uniform system of 
textbooks, and its investigation may lead 
him to make some other very strong recom- 
mendations to the legislature. 

The action of the legislature stirred up the 
book-dealers, and quite a lot of literature 
bearing on the subject, in their favor, has 
already come to Commissioner Bradwell. 

Yesterday Messrs. H. W. J. Ham and R. E. 
Park, Jr., representing the American Bank 
Company, called upon the commissioner and 
submitted briefs or arguments on their side of 
the question. 

This report by the commissioner to the 
legislature will be one of the most important 
papers to come up at the next session. 

A Southern Schoolbook Conference. 

Apropos of the schoolbook matter, a move 
ment.originating in South Carolina is now on 
foot for a southern schoolbook conference. 

The delegates are to be the governors and 
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This is carrying the matter one step farther 
than any one state could do, and, it is claim 
doing more good in the same direction. 

Under One Head. 

The state’s attorneys in the Western and 
Atlantic matter were in consultation at the 
capitol all day yesterday—Judge Anderson, 
Judge Halland Hon. W. Y. Atkinson—and 
will be again today. 

A reward of $100 was offered yesterday for 
the arrest and delivery of George Mason, & 
negro who killed his wife in Terrell county on 
the 5th of this month. 

Several months ago Governor Gordon sus- 

nded the sentence of W. A. Ward, of De- 

alb county, convicted of assault and battery. 
Yesterday Governor Northen revoked the 
order of suspension, and ordered the sentence 
of the court to be carried out.

They desire tobe incorporated under the laws 
of the state for the period of twenty years to doa 
business inthe sale of groceries of all descrip- 
tions, provisions, hay, grain, flour, cotton fer- 
tilizers and other such mercbandise,and the capital 
stock is fixed at $80,000, with the privilege of in- 
creasing to $250,000, as they may deem necessary 
in the same business.

THE NEW YORK STOCK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock

NEW YORK, February 24.—The resumption of bus- 
Iness at the stock exchange this morning gave no evi-

in the city than before the holiday, and certainly there 
was 00 more interest displayed in transactions in se- 
curities on the board.

Mobile and 
Ohio, on the other hand, continued its advance of last 
week, and yeached 39'oc, while all the rest of the list, 
after heayg# opening, showed a declining tendency, 
especiallyinthe afternoon. Industrials were weak, 
and cottof# dil stocks, each, lost 1 per cent, and new 
sugar sto k ‘sc. Some animation was shown in St. 
Paul, LackAwanna and Burlington with special Weak- 
ness in coaj stocks. Delaware and Hudson are sufler- 
ing morethan Lackawanna on lighter transactions, 
The new Sugar stock was a feature of late dealings, 
and dropped then over 1 per cent, but outside of these 
stocks, witie there was some short selling by traders 
encouraged by lower London markets and extreme 
dullness, changes were, in all cases, insignificant, and, 
for most of the day, prices were scarcely perceptible.

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Provisions. 


CHICAGO, February #4—After an interval of two 
days it was not surprising to find that wheat specula- 
tors had changed their ideas of the value of that arti- 
cle by sc per bushel. ‘The change was to the disad- 
vantage of the bulls. The first transactions in May 
delivery were chiefly at 96'5c, against 964,c as the mar- 
ket closed on Saturday last. There was a great deal 
for sale, and the tendency was downward. Reports of 
some inquiry for export to Lisbon gave the buils some 
encouragement near the close, but the bull feeling 
which ruled in the end came principally from an in- 
proved demand for cash wheat and cold wave talk. 

Corn traders were at first disposed to tail on to the 
action of the wheat market. The weak teeling appa- 
rent for afew moments on that account soon gave 
place to an independent strength which went from 
strong to very strong, and was very firm up to the close. 
Moist weather and consequent scarcity of contract 
corn was one of the disturbing influences to the bears. 

There was a strong bull feeling in the oats market 
that resulted in an advance of »c. 

There was only one side to the prevision deal. It 
was weak trom the start tothe finish. Hogs without 
number appear to be beaded to market, and stocks of 
provisions continue to grow. Prices at the close were 
12',c lower for pork, and lard had a similar decline, 
while ribs closed 7*.c lower.

CHICAGO, February 26.—-The large receipts in the 
northwest, fine prospects in the winter wheat belt, 
and the increase on passage of 448,000 bushels were 
elements of weakness in the wheat market this morn- 
ing, causing the market to open at about 96 cents for 
May delivery. At that price there were apparently 
large orders to buy, the market became strong and 
continued, with afew exceptional set-backs, to ad- 
vance from the opening to the close. The main 
strength came from the reported demand for cash 
wheat at Minneapolis, Milwaukee and Buffalo. The 
weather department predicting a cold wave the de- 
crease in the English visible supply of nearly 1,000,000 
bushels, the extraordinary demand in France and the 
sharp advance of about 3's cents per bushelin Paris 
during the last few days, were the principal elements 
of strength. A few large speculators, who have been 
favorable to the bull side of corn, were apparently in- 
creasing their holdings today. The light stocks of the 
contract grades and the entire absence of receipts de- 
liverable on contracts was warning enough to cause 
short sellers to protect their contracts. About the 
same condition was noticeable, and speculators who 
have been noted as buying the past week or so were 
again atthe front today as liberal buyers. The re- 
ceipts of No. 2 oats, although a little more liberal than 
corn, Was notenough tofurnish any encouragement 
for short selling. There may be many upsand downs 
in the oat market before the last day of May, but we 
deem the situation so favorable to any ambitious 
speculator, or body of speculators, who wish to con- 
trol the market, that it is taking more than the usuul 
risk to bestow any lines of oats for May deliver 
without knowing where they are to be obtained to All 
contracts. It will be a scalping market, or a pur- 
chase on any decided break, and the ordinary trade 
will be cautious enough not to sell any large quan- 
tities on a break to be caught long on a bulge. 

The “last run of hogs,’’ so long looked for, came in 
today, but he brought 60 many of his neighbors with 
him that the receipts were very much larger than the 
trade were prepared for last week. The demand for 
ribs and lard was good, but the large receipts caused a 
further decline in prices. Wethink on any advance 
in pork for May delivery ashort sale will be reason- 
ably safe, asthe carrying charges are likely to be 
about 15 cents per month, which added to sales made 
at about $10 per barrel, makesa very high point be- 
fore Seatember. The stocks on hand become oid pork, 
and of no better quality than can be bought now for 
$8 per barrel. The demand for short ribsis usually 
very large inthe early part of the day,and immense 
stocks can be disposed of atthe present low price; 
therefore we would advise caution in selling short for 
future delivery.

Central Railroad Co. v. Skellie et al. Carriers. 
Contracts. Charge of court. Evidence. Prac- 
tice. Before Judge Harris, City court of 
Macon. 

Simmons, J.—1. The main issue being whether 
or nota pate contract of shipment to New 
York was made by the shipperand the carrier, it 
was error s© to charge the jury as to take from 
them the consideration of that question, and sub- 
stantially to instruct them that, whether a thor- 
ough contract was made or not, the carrier was 
liable under the common law {f it failed to ship 
the goods to New York within @ reasonable time. 
Jf there was nosucb contract, the carrier's duty 
was to deliver the goods in good order at either of 
its termini to the connecting carrier in due time, 
upon which delivery its liability ceased. If such 
contract was made, and the carrier failed to de- 
liver the goods in New York within a reasonable 
time, and the goods were thereby damaged, the 
shipper was entitied to recover such damages as 
he sustained from the unreasonable delay, whether 
the shipment was to be made by one route or an- 
other. 

2. On the question whether the shipper mad: 
the contract with the carrier to ship the goods by 
acertain route, his testimony wherein he stated 
whatexperience he hadin shipping such goods, 
and that the route indicated was a better way of 
shipping them, was admissible. 

3. Testimony of the shipper as to certain sayings 
of the carrier’s agent who represented it in the 
shipment, Were admissible in. rebuttal of the tes- 
timony of thatagent asto a conversation which 
he had with the shipperonthe night after the 
carrier had failed to forward the goojis from the 
jnitial point. The agent’s admissions, when ap- 
plied to by the shipper and upon demand being 
made for the reasons of the varrier’s non-compli- 
ance with the contract claimed to have been made, 
the transaction being still in progress, and any 
representations made by the agent under these 
circumstances, were admissible against the car- 
rier; especially where the agent telegraphed to 
the shipper to come to see hina in regarc to the 
matter. 

4. A witness who had beenin the business of 
shipping fruit to New York for fifteen or twenty 
years and received from dealers in that city daily 
quotations by telegrams and circulars, as well as 
accounts of sales of fruit which he shipped, could 
testify, from returns of sales.of fruit shipped by 
himseli ata certain time,as jothe market vaiue 
of such fruit in New York at the time. 

5. So the testimony of one* tho was a resident of 
New York and a dealer in fruit®and who sold 
the fruit In question, was adr jissible. 

6. It would not be a correet-rule tor the measure 
of damages to say that “the y\aintiffs are entitled 
to recover only what tkry paid for the 
peaches, such other Fiss as the proof 
shows that they sustained in con - 
sequence of such failure incerred in. and about 
the loading, the te my tae g or lvading, less 
what they have realized fromthe sale; not the 
te that may have been refiized from the sale 
n New York, in case the in€tructions had been 
—s and the fruit delivéfed earlier in New 

ork.”

Simmons, J.—1. On theissue whether the de- 

fendant was a partner, testimony of the plaintiff's 

agent that the person claimed to be the other 

rtner stated, not in the presence of the de- 
endant, thatthe defendant was going in with 
him and would turnish security to the amount of 
$1,000, was not admissible. 

2. The person claimed to be partner with the 
defendant executed an instrument as follows: “In 
consideration-of the sum of five dollars to me 
paid and a debt of seven hundred 
and nine dollars I owe to the Trowbridge Fur- 
niture Company, * * I hereby transter, sell, 
assign and deliver to said Trowbridge Furniture 
Company all the stock of furniture now in my 
store, * * being furniture bought by me from 
said company, and also all the furniture which I 
have bargained to sell on the installment plan ; to 
parties who now hold said furniture under written 
contracts held by we from thew, with right in said 
Trowbridge Furniture Company to hold the same 
contracts over Said furniture so bargained to be 
sold and the said contracts taken therefor, that I 
have or could have had. The proceeds of the sale 
of s1id furniture and the collection of said con- 
tracts shall be applied towards the payment of 
said above mentioned debt asfarasthe net pro- 
ceeds thereof may go, less $50, which is to be 
credited to the rent of said atore, and Jess such 
commissions a8 may be allowed me * * for my 
servions Mmaalllog said furniture and collecting 
said contracta, it isagreed that the mortgage 
against Mre” C. J. Phillips is not to 
commenced to. be foreclosed before the ist day of 
October next, being a mortgage given by her to 
secure above mentioned debt. This August 7th, 
1888.” Held, that this was not a bill of sale and 
delivery of the goods thereunder in payment of 
the debt, but was a written title to the property 
to secure the plaintiff for the purchase price of 
the furniture which had been sold to the maker 
of the instrument, and a written assigninent of 
the contracts therein referred to. it could be 
legally given though there was a partnership, 
and the giver could agree to its cancellation; nor 
would the other partner be thereby injured. If 
she were not a partner, but a security, and the 
cancellation were without her consent, she would 
be ve to the extent she was thereby daim- 
aged. 

3. Requests to charge based on an erroneous 
— of the instrument were properly re- 

used. 

4. If the original of a contract of sale on install- 
ments, used in the business, or a certified copy of 
the record of the same, were not obtainable, per- 
haps a blank form of the same micht be admissi- 
ble; but without proper foundation for its intro- 
duction, such form was properly excluded. 

5. So the original books of the business should 
be tendered or acocunted for, before secondary 
evidence of their contents can be admitted.
